Cornered In a shack, the

render. 
, "Come and get us," they yelled. 


The posse of about 35 opened fire 
on the ehack. Then the officers 
called again: 
"Come on out. You haven't

chance." 


From the splintered shed came a 
plaintive cry: 


"We can't come out. We're shot 
to "'pieces." 
Williams was wounded in 
the 
back, thigh, neck and 
shoulder. 
Rheuark was hit in the leg, back, 
ear and hand. 
Their 
conditions 


Were described as "not critical." 
Less than an hour before, 
the 


second fugitive, 28-year-old David 
Dyer of Oklahoma City, was tak- 
en. Like the first of the gang ap- 
prehended—Odus Eaton, 25, of Stil- 
well, Okla.—Dyer didn't resist. 


All four were armed. 
Eaton separated from his com- 


panions 
Sunday night and 
was 
caught 
the next day near Scott, 
Ark., not far from Tuhker Prison 
Farm from 
where they escaped 
early Saturday, killing a trusty in 
their flight. 


A "mistake" shooting 
Monday 
night 
during the height of 
the 
manhunt cost a recluse his life. 
A'member of the possee was wound- 
ed. And an officer was wounded 
Sunday night in a brush with the 
fugitives. 


Journey's end for the three

maining fugitives began

when police spotted three 
men apparently trying to steal a 
car. 


One man—Dyer—ran one way; 
his pals—Williams and Rheuark— 
the other.

Atomic Scientists Association of 
Britain predicted today Russia will 
have enough a-bombs within a year 
or two to fight an atomic war. 


"Hence in a war in which atom 
bombs are used at all, they will be 
used by both sides," the group de- 
clared in its monthly bulletin. 
"The resulting havoc, particular- 


ly in a densely populated area such 
as Western Europe, will in all prob- 
ability entail a complete collapse 
of civilization in this area." 
The bulletin said 
this 
threat 
"serves to focus attention on the 
real problem," which it defined as 
follows: 
"We must find some means of 
preventiong recourse to war as a 
method of settling 
international 


disputes. 
Mankind must learn to 
submit itself to the rule of law in 
International affairs or our civi- 
lization will perish." 
The association was formed in 
1946 with a membership made up 
mainly of physicists who took part 
during the war in the U. S.-British-

Senate Battle On 
Oleo Question 
Gets Under Way

Senators fighting a house-passed 
bill to repeal federal oleomargar- 
ine taxes today opened their drive 
to ban the yellow product from 
interstate commerce. 


With Senator Gillette (D-Iowa) 


as their lead-off speaker, oppon- 
ents of the 
repeal 
legislation 


hoped to rally support for a sub- 
stitute that would permit yellow 
oleomargarine to be sold only in 
a state where it is manufactured. 
. Gillette and Senator Wiley (R- 
Wis) are the chief authors of the 
proposal 
but 23 other 
senators 


are listed as co-sponsors. 


Like the house bill, It would 


wipe out the present federal taxes 
on oleomargarine. 
These include 


a 10 cents a pound tax on yellow 
colored margarine, a one-quarter 
cent a pound levy on the uncolor- 
ed variety and occupational taxes 
on manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retailers. 
The senate battle got underway 


yesterday with Senator Fulbright 
(D-Ark) calling the proposed sub- 
stitute "thoroughly mischievous." 


HIGHWAY AGENCY IS 
ATTACKED FOR FIXING 
LOW RATES ON WAGES 


AUSTIN, Jan. 6—(£•>—Wage rates 


set by the highway commission in 
ts call for bids on projects Jan. 11 
were attacked by Texas State Fed- 
eration of Labor yesterday. 


Through its attorney, the feder- 


ation sent a letter of complaint to 
;he commission asking for a pub- 
lic hearing to determine 
"true 


prevailing wage rates." The body 
also was asked to require pay- 
ment of the true prevailing rates 
on all highway work. 


The federation cited wage rates 


sot by the commission for an El 
Paso county highway project, de- 
claring them "grossly sub-stand- 
ard" and without basis "ia the 
rates actually prevailing in the lo- 
cality where the work is to be 
performed." 


Though the letter was written 


specifically on behalf of the El 
Paso Building and Construction 
Trades Council. AFL, the federa- 
tion said its 
charges 
generally 


were applicable 
throughout 
the 
state. 


State Highway Engineer D. C. 


Greer, to whom the 
letter 
was 


handed for transmittal to the three 
commissioners, said 
a check of 


rates would be made immediately 
in the El Paso area. 


"If we're wrong, we'll be the 


first to admit it," Greer said. 


He disclosed at the same time 
that a higher wage scale v.'lll ap- 
ply to all state highway projects 
beginning in February. 
He said 


the commission "upped wages con- 
siderably" at a Dec. 29 meeting 
but felt the Jan. 11 lettings "were 
too close for the new scale to ap- 
ply." 
Greer also directed attention to 


the fact that the commissic.i does 
not say what wage must be paid 
by contractors, but fixes a mini- 
mum they must meet.

Congress Leaders 
Reject Proposal 
For Higher Taxes 


Other Points Of 
Truman Program 
Are Dismissed 


WASHINGTON, Jan.

Congressional leaders responded to 
President 
Truman's 
State-of-the- 


Union message today by turning 
thumbs down on half a dozen 
of 


his legislative proposals—including 
more taxes. 
Important members in both par- 
ties were quick to frown on 
the 


"moderate" tax increase asked by 
Mr. Truman yesterday at the out- 
set of a 
congressional election 
year. 
Instead, they emphasized reduc- 


ed spending. Failing sharp econo- 
mies In a budget expected to ex- 
ceed $42,100,000,000 the government 
presumably would continue red ink 
spending. 
Similarly, congress members in 
a position to act said in about 
as 
many words that the 
president's 
appeals for continuation of the mil- 
itary draft, Taft-Hartley 
repeal, 


the Brannan farm plan, medical In- 
surance and the St. Lawrence sea- 
way will go on the shelf for 
this 
session. 


There was an apparently 
clear 
road for, (1) expansion of social se- 
curity coverage and benefits and 
(2) continuation—on 
a 
reduced 


scale—of economic and 
military 


aid to non-Communist countries 
abroad. 


Lawmakers lumped in the doubt- 


ful category the presidential pro- 
posals for middle-income housing 
aid, continuation of rent control, 
expansion of displaced persons ad- 
missions, aid to education and the 
"point four" program of economic 
help for the world's backward areas 
They gave even less chance of 
passage to an international trade 
organization resolution 
and 
the 
president's civil rights program. 


In his mildly-phrased message, 
the president didn't expand 
his 


"fair 
deal" but asked for action 


only on things he has talked about 
before. 


Republicans met this Immediate- 


ly with a 
scorching 'statement, 
signed by 100 house GOP members, 
accusing the president of commit- 
ting himself "to the eventual social- 
ization .of America and the elimina- 
tion-of the traditional American 
competitive system." 


Senator Taft of Ohio, who heads 


the senate GOP policy committee, 
said Mr. Truman's mildness re- 
mlnded him of Byron's quotation:

National Phone 
Strike Planned 
For Next Month 


WASHINGTON, Jan.

A nationwide telephone strike is 
planned by a newly chartered CIO 
union for early next month. . 


The CIO's Communications Work- 


ers of America said it will call the 
walkout unless the Bell Telephone 
system yields to demands 
for 
a 
'substantial" w^e increase, short- 
er apprentice periods, and a 35- 
hour-week. 


A. T. Jones, CWA's vice presi- 


dent, said 100,000 workers are in a 
position to strike any time. Anoth- 
er wave of 150,000 workers, he said, 
will be ready to quit their jobs by 
the end of February. 
Jones, indicating that the walk- 


out may occur in two steps, con- 
tended his union is "getting no- 
where" in negotiations with 
Bell 
companies. He said phone workers 
have dropped as a group from 7th 
to 25th place in average 
weekly 
earnings since 1939. 


In answer, a spokesman for the 


American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, parent firm of the Bell 
System, said telephone workers are 
"well paid." 


The company 
statement 
said 
wage boosts granted since the end 
of the war cost about, double 
the 


amount of telephone rate increases. 
He said any new wage raise would 
"have to be paid for by telephone 
users." 


The union 
contended 
100,000 
workers in a position to strike now 
could effectively stop service. Two 
of these groups of 
workers 
are 


equipment installers and salesmen. 


Flames Raze Junior College 
Laboratory In $25,000 Loss 


An early evening blaze, its origin 
a mystery, swept swiftly through 
the Navarro Junior College chemis- 
try laboratory Wednesday. Dam- 
age was estimated at $25,0000. 


Discovered at 5:55 p. 
m., the 


wind-swept flames had gutted the 
entire wooden structure within two 
hours. 


"It was the most valuable part 


of the college," declare* James H. 
Edgar, the 
science 
department 
head. "About the only things sav- 
ed were some miscropes." 
Plans were under way Thursday 
to reconstruct a laboratory imme- 
diately to be used until the propos- 
ed new Junior College plant is built, 
President'Ray Waller revealed. 
"I may have to give up my of- 
fice," said Waller, "but we're go- 
ing to set up a laboratory Imme- 
diately. 
Equipment 
Is 
much 


cheaper than it was when the lab 
was first built." , 
Waller said insurance was car 
ried. 


The adjoining physic and biology 
laboratories escaped burning, but 
water and smoke 
damage 
was 


heavy, Waller said. 
"All of the laboratories are in 


the same building," he added, "but 
are In separate rooms. The chem- 
istry lab was wiped out completely, 
including desks, supplies and chem- 
icals." 


No explosion was reported, and 


there were no Injuries: however, 
nearby campus apartments 
were 
threatened. 


Battling the flames In freezing

The college president pointed 
out that the entire college might 
have heen destroyed hod It not 
been for the postponement of the 
Bulldog-Temple basketball game 
In Corslcana.

Scores of families were made 


homeless by floods in parts of Illi- 
nois and Indiana.

were blocked by rising creeks and 
rivers in Western Kentucky. 
Bitter cold continued in most of 


the Midwest. The Arctic belt ex- 
tended from Montana into Iowa 
and some parts 
of the 
Rocky 
Mountains.' Spencer, la., had 22 
below zero today, a new Iowa low 
for the winter season. It was 17 
below at Mason City, la. 


A cold front, along with rain, 


sleet and some snow spread from 
the Midwest eastward to the Ap- 
palachians. Temperatures tumbled 
from abnormal high marks to be- 
low freezing over the Ohio Valley 
and southward to below Memphis.

Many radiators and water pipes 
are feared frozen, but a definite ac- 
count will be unavailable until af- 
ter the freeze thaws. 


Traffic, Woth vehicular and afoot, 


was extremely hazardous in town 
and on the highways. 
Tho Ice-coated streets 
caused 
many 
automobiles to skid, and 


dozens of unwary motorists had 
more than a little difficulty 
In 
backing their cars from tho curbs 
after parking. Those who thought 
to park pnrcllcl Instead of at the 
customary angle were more for- 
tunate. 
No serious mishaps had been re- 
ported Thursday morning by the 
highway patrol, sheriff's 
repart- 


ment, constable and police. No ac- 
cident cases were at local hospit- 
als and clinics early Thursday. 


Sheriff David Castles joined the 


highway patrol In urging only nec- 
essary and emergency travel on the 
highways. 
A spokesman for the State High- 
way maintenance office said the 
"highways are icy, bad and dan- 
gerous." 
The highway maintenance crews 


are on fullduty and are 
keeping 


the traffic moving. They are plac- 
ing salt and crushed stone on hills 
and bridges to give better traction.

"Unfortunately," he says, "one 


of the most worthy phases of the 
program has gotten little public 
ittention since it doesn't deal with 
the glamorous or he unusual. 
"That is the agricultural train- 


ng thousands of young farmers 
are getting. 


"The 
Veterans Administration, 


'aclng strong criticism because of 
the operations of some of these 
phony schools set up to fleece the 
government, is threatening to end 
he agricultural training program." 
Teague says he is going to cite 


the accomplishments of the num- 


erous Texas G. I. farm training 
schools when debate arises in con- 
gress this session on whether the 
VA is to continue the program. 


Some of the Texas schools are 


operated in connection with exist- 
ing colleges and universities, but 
a great many have been estab- 
lished by qualified individuals just 
as you would set up a private bus- 
iness school. 


"They are not operated to turn 


out diplomas 
or degrees," 
said 


Teague, "but to teach a lot of 
youne farmers improved methods 
that should make their work eas- 
ier and more productive." 


Such schools may be held in con- 


verted store buildings or ware- 
houses. Classes often are held at 
nights, so the student can work 
his own place In the day; many 
of them are married and have chil- 
dren.

Much Of Texas 
Has Sheath Of Ice, 
Sleet And Snow

A glassy sheath of ice, sleet and 


snow crusted a great area of the 
northern portion of Texas today, 
stalling travel and curtailing busi- 
ness for the second straight day. 


Freezing rain fell in many sec- 
tions and as far south at San An- 
tonio^and Victoria. 
The rich Rio Grande Valley es- 
caped a freeze as the bitterest cold 
wave of the season hald its grip 
on the state. 
Temperatures were expected to 
moderate slightly tomorrow. 


The glistening crust of ice, sleet, 
ice or snow extended from Central 
Texas to the tip of tho Panhandle 
and from Texarkana westward to 
San Angelo. 
No sub-zero temperature read- 
Ings were reported at 6:30 a. m. to- 
day. 
But temperatures generally 
were far below freezing. 


Readings included Amarlllo, 6 
degrees above zero; Dalhart, 7; 
Lubbock, 13; Clarendon, 7; Child 
ress, 12; El Paso, 34; Big Spring, 
17; Abilene, 17; Fort Worth, 19; 
Austin, 27; Waco, 24; Dallas, 21 and 
Wichita Falls, 16. 
Freezing rain was falling today 
at Bryan (27 degrees); Waco (24); 
San Antonio (31); Victoria (31); 
and San Angelo (21). 


Drizzling rain fell at Beaumont, 


Lufkin, Brownsville, Corpus Chris- 
ti and Houston. 


Clouds blanketed the state ex- 
cept in the Panhandle, the South 
Plains and most of West Texas.

RUSSIA AND THE 


KENNANS 


The State Department has 


suffered a great loss. George 
P. Kennan, for two years 
head of the department's 
policy plannings and for 25 
years connected with other 
branches of its work, is re- 
signing next year, 
or has 


asked at least to be relieved 
of his duties for a year or 
'more. Overwork is the rea- 
son given, probably enough 
in view of all the problems 
that. Secretary Acheson and 
his assistants have had to 
handle. 


Kennan is the Russian ex- 


pert among our makers of 
foreign policy. A widely dis- 
cussed article in the maga- 
z i n e "Foreign 
Affairs," 


which appeared a year or so 
ago, was signed merely "X," 
but was generally 
under- 


stood to be by Kennan. It 


gave the first full account of 
Russian aggression, and rec- 
ommended that the United 
States adopt the counter 
policy of firm containment 
of Soviet expansion. It is 
probable that he had a good 
deal to do with the develop- 
ment of the Marshall Plan 
and other containment poli- 
cies. 


Another George F. Ken- 


nan half a century ago hat 
great influence on American 
relations with Russia. He 
made a first-hand examina- 
tion of the Siberian prison;- 
into which the czars casl 
anyone who ventured to crit- 
icize their rule. His horrify- 
ing revelations b r o u g h t 
some improvements, and so 
weakened the moral status 
of the czarest autocracy as 
eventually to be credited 
with helping to bring about 
its own downfall. 


Kennans seem to war nat- 


urally on tyranny. Many 
may hope that if the present 
Russian regime is ever over- 
thrown the result will be an 
improvement instead 
of a 


mere refinement of tyranny. 


A NAZI REVIVAL 


Hitler must feel vindicat- 


ed. A speech by a member of 
the German parliament the 
other day sounds for all the 
world as if it had been made 
in the days of Hitler, Goer- 
ing and Go<-bbels. Wolfgang 
Hedler is reported to have 
saH in a public address that 
those who opposed Hitlei 
were traitors and t h a t 
whether Jews should have 
been put to death by asphy- 
xiation in gas chambers or in 
some other manner was a 
matter of opinion. 


The difference 
between 


Nazi days and ours is that 
under Hitler such a speech 
would probably have been a 
signal for Hedler's 
promo- 


tion. Now his parliamentary 
colleagues have suspended 
him from membership until 
his speech can be looked in- 
to further, and if the ac- 
counts of his speech are cor- 
rect, some other corrective 
measures are expected to be 
invoked. 


Americans naturally hope 


tl.at the 
German parlia- 


ment's unfavorable reaction 
to the Hedler doctrine aris- 
es from real distate for it, 
and not simply from fear as 
to what the reaction of the 
Western occupying authori- 
ties mightbe. 


WHAT RUSSIANS READ 


Russians are not yet com- 


pletely restricted in their 
amusements. They are still 
permitted to read non-Com- 
munist recreational 
books, 


says Marc Slonim in the New 
York Times Book Review. 
Consequently the great mas- 
tars of the old regime, like 
Tolstoy, Turgenev and Dos- 
toyevsky, are read by mil- 
lions. More surprising is the 
fact that outside authors are 
still allowed. In the thirty 
years of Communist control 
of Russia over four million 
copies of Victor Hugo's writ- 
ings have been sold. Maupas- 
sant and Blazac are almost 
equally popular. The widest 
:-ead English writers 
are 


Dickens and Shakespeare. 


Thus the Iron Curtain has 


a window to the outside 
world. Some of the millions 
who read non-Russian 
au- 


;hors may become aware 
;hat there are other coun- 
ties, 
not Communist, in 


which life is pleasant and 
luxuries exist. Some day the 
Kremlin may be astonished 
at the plant that c o u l d 
spring from this tiny seed. 


GERM WARFARE

ials in Japan indicate that 


they put no belief in the 
story from Russian sources

on prisoners of war.

weapon of war which ap- 
pers to have more terrible 
jossibilities than the atomic 
Jomb, it is the disease germ.

Navarro county's currently inade- 
quate Jury funds -wag announced 
Tuesday by District Clerk J. C.

lecting 40 prospective jurors from 
the Jury wheel, instead of 36 in 
the old method, pay-offs to excus- 
ed Jurymen could clean out 
the 


funds.

trict and county clerks was

the courthouse when the panels 
have been excused. 
Gaston had prepared a score or 


more large cardboard signs, read- 
ing: "District (or county) Court 
Jurors for This Week Excused."

tain business house. The clerks 
will notify the business men when 
the Jury panels are excused. Then 
the merchant will place the card- 
board in his store window. 


The plan will go into effect in 


about two weeks, Gaston 
an- 


nounced. 


"We will urge 
all persons se- 


lected for jury service to go by 


the store in their community to 
see if the jury has been excused," 
the clerk said. 


Under the wheel-selection sys- 


tem, 
Gaston explained, jurors can 


not be located by telephone 
as 


easily as it could 
i done In the 
past 
Previously 
jury commis- 


sioners knew those who were se- 
lected. Now. however, many per- 
sons will be selected who are 
not as well known and who are 
without 
telephones because 
the 


juror is drawn from a card in 
the big wheel. 
"We just had to do something1 


Gaston declared. 


"The law requires payment >.o 


Jurors after thev are sworn In," 
said Gaston. 
"And we plan 
to 


comply with that law from now 
on."Previously jurors were paid off 
when they came 
to the

culling poultry, laying terrace con- 
tours, and taking part in other 
improved practices. 


Already this year his class has 


9 beef calves, 4 registered gilts, 12 
other pigs, 2500 broilers, and other 
projects that have not reached 
beyond the planning stage at pres- 
ent. 


"We hope we can foster In the 


boys a love and respect for farm- 
ing, and that we can give each an 
opportunity to put In practice the 
things he learns in class," Cum- 
mings concluded.

2 World Wars Caused By Oppression 
Of Individual Rights, Nokes States 


Taking Inventory of what has 
happened in the first 50 years of 
the Twentieth Century, and look- 
ing into the future, Sen. George 
Nokes today said, "if we continue 
to insult and ignore the individual 
liberties and dignities of our peo- 
ple, we won't go far In the next 60 
years." 


, Senator Nokes addressed the Cor- 
sicana Rotarians at their regular 
session and told them he believed 
both world wars were caused 
by 
oppression of individual rights and 
not by economic reasons. 
Saying that the world now has 
power to destroy itself, he warned 
that the world must learn to gov- 
ern itself and follow the practices 
of the Golden Rule. 
"Other nations look to the Unit- 
ed States for leadership, and we 
are falling down on our-job of pro- 
tecting human rights and liber- 
ties," he said. 
He said the process of melting 
all nations In one pot in the US 
had stopped. That we need better 
relations with Mexico and all the 
world. 
"We must stay prepared mental- 


ly and morally and guarantee equal 
rights to all persons," said Nokes.

Hunter told the commissioners 


the lake has a supply which is suit- 
able for not more than 200 days. 
He said the city is using 1,623,000 
•allons of water per day at the 
present time and is expected to be 
using about 2,240,000 
gallons 
in 


1955. 
Saying this would increase 


:o approximately 2,575,000 gallons 
n 1960. He based his estimations 
on the present population of the 
city and its expected growth. He 
predicted Corsicana would have a 
population of 32,200 in I960. 


"The city will use approximate- 


y 1,785,000 gallons daily in 1950," 
he estimated. 


"Water consumption," said Hun- 
er, "has increased as has the pop- 
uation in Corsicana, since 1940. 
'or a time the area enjoyed heav- 
er-than-average rainfall and 
the 


ake was able to serve faithfully. 
During the last three years, how- 
ever, the rainfall has been below 
average and the lake has suffered. 


"Under present conditions and 
with normal rainfall and weather 
conditions, Lake 
Halbert 
will 


supply about 1,500,000 gallons of 
water a day. 
"However that isn't enough. The 
ake hasn't a safe supply of water 


meet Corsicana's needs and it 
lasn't had a safe 
supply 
since 
1947." 


An adequate 
water 
supply is 


needed by the city and you can't 
wait for a government d-im on 
Chambers or Richland Creeks, the 
mgineer added. 


He 
said 
the plan he was 


ecommending was not to be con- 
idered a permanent solution, but 
merely a means to supply sufficient 
water until a government dam is 
uilt, or other methods provided. 
Hunter said existing records per- 
aining to the 1939-1949 era show 
i 30-inch rainfall in the Lake Hal- 
ert area meant about five inches 


of water in the lake. 


The plan Hunter suggested and 


nnd concurred in with City En- 
gineer Fred V. Blucher, calls for 
the pumping of an average of 
1,000,000 gallons of water a day 
from Chambers Creek into Lake 
Halbert. 
Records show^ he said, that wa- 


ter can be pumped from Chambers 
Creek at all times except about 12.7 
per cent of the year when there is 
no flow in the creek. 


He said the records show -that 


the longest period of time- when 
there was no flow 
in 
Chambers 


Creek was 201 days between July 
1939, and February, 1940. 


"This was not an ordinary con- 


dition," he explained. 


Hunter suggested as much as 2,- 


000,000 gallons of water a day be 
pumped from the creek when it is 
available. He said pumping this 
amount would offset days when 
none could be pumped. 


Figuring the city lake for its 


normal supply of 1,500,000 gallons 
a day, plus the 1,000,000 gallons 
from Chambers Crock, Corsicana 
could meet its 1955 needs, he ex- 
plained. 
Hunter estimated the entire sys- 


tem would cost the city about $63,- 
000. This includes laying the line 
and the erection of a pump house 
and pump installation. 


He said a pump was available to 


the city at a very nominal cost 
and that the pump would produce 
1,200 gallons of water per minute. 


Suggesting the use of • 12-inch 


pipe, Hunter said this 
size pipe 


could carry up to 4,000,000 gallons 
of water per day if needed. 


He pointed out that the city ac- 


.ually would lose only about $12,- 
000 in the operation over a five or 
six year period. 


"All the pipe can be salvaged and 


used in a future city system," he 
said. 


He said the slltage of the water 


.aken from Chambers Creek would 
lave to be taken into considera- 
:ion but that ha believd it wouldn't 
be great enough to cause any great 
problem. 


When the project was discussed 


>y N. Suttle Roberts, Hunter said 
le wasn't recommending the propo- 
sition as a permanent solution.
